TRANSFUSION. 


An Interesting Experiment on Two 
Dogs. 


{Buffalo Courier, February 6th. |

the Buffalo medical college yesterday af- 
ternoon athaif past two o'clock, in the 
presence of the students of the college. 
The operator was Wm. H. Mason, M. 
D., professor of physiology, who pre- 
faced. his experiment with a brief but in- 
teresting lecture on the transfusion of 
blood. The subjects upon which the 
operation was periormed were two dogs, 
one a good s‘ized mongrel and the other 
a smaller animal having something of 
the coach dog in his composition. The 
professor was assisted by some of the 
members of the class, Mr. Charles Carey 
baving charge of the larger animal. The 
larger dog was first laid upon the table, 
and, after being put under the 
influence of ether, the professor 
proceeded to expose the carotid 
artery. The apparatus through which 
the transfusion was to be eflected was 
then produced. This consisted of a 
simple India-rubber tube about seven 
inches in length and having at each end 
a brass nozzie witha stop-cock, This tube 
wa filled with a ssaturated solution of bi 

carbonate of soda, for the purpose of pre- 
venting the coagulation of the first blood 
passing through, and also of preventing

of John H. Reed, which joined Odell’s. 
Reed owned lot Nos. 67, containing 
250 acres; the southwest corner of lot 
No. 58, containing 50 acres; 83 acres of 


No, 50; and No. 66, containing 40 acres. 


Odell saw Reed and informed him of the 
proposed trade, he was anxious to sell, 
und proposed to deed his lands to Odell, 
to enable him to consummate the sale 
when he should again see Graham; and, 
to secure himself against loss in case of 
death, to take Odell’s note for $1,200. 00, 
payable in specie, specifying the same 
was for said lands, and that he should 
remain in possession of said lands, with 
all his rights and privileges; and if Odell 
should fail to make the sale, the deeds 
and note should be canceled and re- 
turned, which was agreed te by Odell, 
and the deeds and note were made and 
delivered for this purpose only.
